The excess profits tax imposed 
a net levy of 85 V 2 percent on 
corporate earnings above the

and 1939 average. 
The regular income tax for cor­ 
porations through 
194 5 was 4 0 
percent. 
Effective with 
194 6 ear­ 
nings, corporations pay a regular 
rate of 38 percent and no ex cess 
profits tax.

ruling was an­ 
nounced by Secretary Snyder as a 
senate 
judiciary 
subcommittee

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A STATEMENT

r r ^ H E KANSAS C ITY STAR regrets v ery m uch th a t it has been 
JL unable to serv e its readers in its territo ry since Friday m o rning, 
J a nua ry 17. 
W itho ut no tice o r w arning, o n th a t date a picket line was 
th ro w n aro und o ur o ffice at 18th Street and G rand Av enue, Kansas 
C ity , Misso uri, dem anding reco gnitio n as a bargaining unit, o f a 
recently fo rm ed co ntract carriers* asso ciatio n. O ther mechanical 
c ra fts refused to go thro ugh this picket line, and necessarily publica­ 
tio n ceased. 
Prim arily , the co ntro v ersy centers aro und the co ntract carriers 
who deliv er the paper. There are 208 co ntract carriers o f The Star 
in G reater Kansas City . These men o wn their o wn ro utes and hav e in 
m any instances large inv estm ents in them. They buy their papers 
fro m The Star who lesale at specified rates. They either deliv er these 
papers themselv es o r emplo y assistants o r helpers to deliv er them. 
They o wn their o wn equipm ent which they use to transpo rt the 
papers fo r deliv ery . They handle their o w n co llectio ns and o perate as 
independent m erchants o r co ntracto rs, each w ith an indiv idual co n­ 
tra c t which defines specifically his relatio nship to The Star. 
The co urts hav e held, including the Misso uri Supreme C o urt, 
th a t these co ntract carriers arc independent co ntracto rs and no t 
emplo y ees. Federal tax ing autho rities under the So cial Security A ct 
hav e also ruled th a t they were no t emplo y ees b ut independent m er­ 
chants o r co ntracto rs. 
Sev eral m o nths ago an asso ciatio n o f co ntract carriers was 
fo rm ed in Kansas C ity called the N ew spaper C arrier’s Co -o perativ e 
Asso ciatio n o f G reater Kansas City , This gro up affiliated w ith, and 
w as granted a c h arter by , the Internatio nal Printing Pressmen and 
A ssistants’ Unio n o f N o rth America. Later the Asso ciatio n no tified 
The Star it represented a m ajo rity o f the 208 co ntract carriers and 
asked fo r reco gnitio n as a labo r o rganizatio n and as bargaining 
agents fo r them. The Star info rm ed the Asso ciatio n th at it co uld 
no t reco gnize them as bargaining agent fo r the co ntract carriers 
• because they were independent co ntracto rs, no t emplo y ees. 
On N o v em ber 22, 19 46, the carriers asso ciatio n filed w ith the 
regio nal N atio nal Labo r Relatio ns Bo ard a petitio n fo r inv estigatio n 
and certificatio n o f their o rganizatio n as bargaining agent fo r the 
c o ntra c t carriers. U nder the W agner A ct, emplo y ees are entitled to 
co llectiv e bargaining w hen mo re th an 50 per cent hav e signified their 
desire to hav e a bargaining agent represent them. The Labo r Bo ard 
in such situatio ns has tw o facto rs to determ ine: First, th a t the unit 
is co mpo sed o f emplo y ees and as such is entitled to co me under the 
A ct; and seco nd, th a t the bargaining agent represents a m ajo rity o f 
the emplo y ees in the unit. This is the o rderly pro cedure to be fo l­ 
lo wed. The so -called C arriers Asso ciatio n did no t press the Bo ard 
fo r such a hearing upo n its petitio n to determ ine w hether the unit 
was co mpo sed o f emplo y ees o r w hether o r no t they had a m ajo rity . 
The C arrier Asso ciatio n m ade demands upo n The Star m anage­ 
m ent th a t it be reco gnized o utrig h t as speaking fo r all the carrier 
gro up o r th a t The Star agree to a so -called co nsent electio n. To do 
so The S tar w o uld hav e had to break its co ntracts w ith the co ntract 
carriers— an illegal act, which o f co urse it co uld no t do . The Star 
m anagem ent, ho w ev er, said it w o uld do ev ery thing it co uld to ex ­ 
pedite a hearing to determ ine these questio ns in an o rderly and legal 
w ay . W itho ut w arning o r no tice to The Star, w ith o ut no tice to the 
o th er mechanical crafts at The Star and w ith o ut asking the sanctio n 
o f the central labo r unio n o f Kansas City , as is the custo m, the 
carriers asso ciatio n o n Friday m o rning th rew a picket line aro und 
the building. 
The Star has labo r co ntracts w ith num ero us c ra ft unio ns. W ith 
the pressmen, w ith who m the C arriers Asso ciatio n is affiliated, The 
S tar has a co ntract which guarantees against any sto ppage o f w o rk 
fo r any cause w hatso ev er. It has also an Internatio na] A rb itratio n 
A greem ent w ith the parent unio n o f the gro up (The Internatio nal 
P rinting Pressmens’ and Assistants’ U nio n), which guarantees against 
any sto ppage o f w o rk. In spite o f this, the pressmen wo uld no t go 
th ro ug h the picket line o f their affiliate carrier gro up. W hen the 
pressmen refused to cro ss the line, the printers did likewise and the 
blo ckage o f publicatio n became co mplete. The S tar’s m anagem ent 
has called upo n the Internatio nal unio ns to enfo rce their co ntracts 
b ut the members o f the lo cal unio ns hav e refused to go thro ug h 
the line. 
On S aturday , Ja nua ry 18, the U nited States Co nciliatio n Serv ice 
requested The Star m anagem ent ^ d the representativ es o f the 
carrier gro up to meet w ith the co nciliato rs to find o ut the basis o f 
the co ntro v ersy . A t this meeting Charles Bo nd, special representativ e 
o f the pressmen’s unio n as well as o f the carriers asso ciatio n, said 
flatly he did no t intend to use the Labo r Bo ard pro cedure— a legal 
m etho d set up fo r handling such disputes— either fo r a hearing to 
determ ine w hether the co ntract carriers were emplo y ees o r inde­ 
pendent m erchants o r w'hether the asso ciatio n in fact represented a 
m ajo rity . He deliv ered an ultim atum say ing ''o pen w a rfa re ” w o uld 
settle the dispute and the carrier gro up w o uld hav e to be reco gnized 
at o nce befo re the picket line wo uld be w ith draw n. Fie said he in­ 
tended to use fo rce to bring a settlem ent no m atter w hether The 
S tar ev er published again o r no t. The S ta r’s m anagem ent asked the 
pressm en’s unio n to liv e up to its v alid co ntracts and co ntinue publi­ 
catio n o f the paper while all po ints o f dispute were settled in an 
o rderly m anner, thro ugh the pro cedure o f the N atio nal Labo r Rela­ 
tio ns Bo ard. T h at was the impasse. 
It is significant th at at the v ery time these effo rts were under 
w ay by the co nciliatio n serv ice 11 2 o f the co ntract carriers in perso n 
and nine mo re by pro x y had a meeting o f their o wn. In it they de­ 
clared v ehemently th at Mr. Bo nd and the gro up who threw the 
picket line aro und The Star did no t represent them and nev er had 
represented them ; th a t he represented o nly a small m ino rity . They 
did no t w ant to see their inv estments and status as independent 
co ntracto rs jeo pardized and called upo n The S tar’s m anagem ent to 
sustain their lo ng-established relatio nship as independent co ntracto rs 
against the co ercio n o f the small m ino rity o f their gro up. 
T h a t’s whv y o u hav e no t been receiv ing y o ur Star since the 
m o rning editio n o f January 17.

Marshall and a m em b er of the 
government and the possib ilities 
of w ar in Europe were discussed 
and b oth stated that it was deti- 
niie that Greenland, Iceland, and 
the 
Azores should

itate invasion of Norway, northern 
Fh’ance, Spain and Portugal. 
An 
attem pt was b eing made to se­ 
lect qualified elements for a fifth 
column to Spain among prisoners 
and immigrants.” 
.At that very same time, Am.er- 
ican ne\vspa])ors were b eing b it­ 
terly condemned when some of 
•them 
hinted 
that 
the 
United 
States was planning to use Ice­ 
land and the Azores as military 
b ases. 
A little later, when Alaj. Gen. 
Henry Aliller told a society lady 
in London ab out allied plans for 
the Normandy invasion, he was 
promptly reduced to the rank of 
: c olonel and sent home from Eng­ 
land. 
Note — Airs. Herb ig is the code 
name for the Washin.i,ton society 
wcvnan who duped General M ar- 
sliall.
